GON ISSUED FOLLOWING COMMUNIQUE OCTOBER 24 ON SECURITY COUNCIL 
CEASE-FIRE RESOLUTION AND ETHIOPIAN RUPTURE RELATIONS WITH 
ISRAEL: 

THE GOVERNMENT OF NIGER HAS WELCOMED THE SECURITY COUNCIL 
RESOLUTION CONCERNING THE CEASE-FIRE IN THE MIDDLE EAST. THE 
NIGER GOVERNMENT, FAITHFUL TO THE POLICY WHICH IT HAS FOLLOWED 
IN ITS INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS, REITERATES ITS SUPPORT FOR EVERY 
INITIATIVE WHICH WOULD LEAD TO THE FULL APPLICATION OF RESOLUTION 
242 OF 22 NOVEMBER 1967 AND THE WITHDRAWAL BY ISRAEL FROM ALL THE 
ARAB TERRITORIES OCCUPIED SINCE THE JUNE 1967 WAR, WITH THE 
UNDERSTANDING THAT SUCH A SOLUTION SHOULD GUARANTEE A JUST AND 
DURABLE PEACE IN THAT REGION OF THE WORLD AND ALSO TAKE INTO 
CONSIDERATION THE LEGITIMATE INTERESTS OF THE PALESTINE PEOPLE. 

ALSO, THE GON CONGRATULATES THE IMPERIAL ETHIOPIAN 
GOVERNMENT FOR ITS COURAGEOUS DECISION TO BREAK DIPLOMATIC 
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
